One of the Ways for Democrats to
Fill the Depleted Treasury.

TOM JOHNSON IS IN FAVOR OF IT.

That Coming Falling ff in Receipts of
Customs Frightens

THE PARTY S0 S0ON T0 BE IN POWER

[FROM A STAFT CORRESPONDENT.]

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 —The more the
subject of the possible defieit in the Treas-
ury on sccount of a falling off in receipts
from customs is diseussed by public men
who are now appearing in plentiful num-
bers in the eity, the less formidable grow
the stories of the slarmists, thongh the
dilemma in which the Democrats find them-
selves will remain serious enough to bea
subject of lively speculation until that
party shall come into absolate power and
its pelicy is shaped and knowa.

The figures that have been given out as
exhibiting the probabilities in recard to the
condition of the Treasury, if the policy
that has been continually advocated in
Congress is carried out. sre pronounced
misleading not ooly by Democratic but by
Republican Congressmen, for the reason
that none of them seem to think that that
policy will be made good by any sudden
process, and not at all if, in their new posi-
tion of responsibility, the Democrats shall
e convinced thatchanres they have for-
merly advoecated will seriously disturb the
business interests of the country.

Some of the Bills to Be Fassed.

For instunce, it s assumed by the arith.
meticians that the Democrats when they
comte into power will at ounce procoeed to, at
the wery least, pass all of the lictle tarifl
bills, in comnection with the general bill,
that were passed by vhe House at the first
session of the present Congress. This would
reduce the revenues to the extent of sbout
£34,000,000 armually on binding twine, cotton
bagging, cotton ties, wool and woolen man-
ulactures, tin plate” and articies of lesser
fmporsance—a sum which could hardly be
made up from ARy otler source in the line
of impoit dutles.

But there 1s no assurance that these im-
portant articles will be treated in the gen-
eral bill as they were at the last on.
That was for eampaign use only. The little
vilis were worked for a:d they were worth,
and in the light of the result of the elections
they were worth & good deal.

A QUIET BUSINESS WEEK.

Few Changes to Be Seen in Any Branch of
Industry—Hesitancy in Plg Iron Orders
~Money Cheap in This Country and
Dear Abroad.

NEw Yorg,Nov. 18 —R. G, Dun & Co.’s
weekly review of trade says: No impor-
tant change appears in the condition of
business. The distribution of products con-
tinues enormous, Production by manufac-

tures is pgreater, on the whol
than in any jprevions year, an
while some hesitation is  seen

about entering into new zccounts, the gen-
eral tone of business and industries is re-
markably healthy.

At Pittsburg demand for pig iron is good
and finished products are moving !ncl;'-.
Plate glass is very dull, but other trade is
unchanged. At Cleveland some large or-
ders for pig have been countermanded.

Sales of cotton amounted to 2,290,000
bales, with an advance of thres-eighths of a
cent. 1n wheat and corn advances of three-
eighths of a cent were made, but oats 15 a
quarter lower. A rise of nearly a cent oc-
curred in coffes. Except for cotton speco-
lative markets have been comparatively
dull

In the great industries little change is
seen. Shipments of boots and shoes from
the East continue to largely exceed of those
of last year. Cattle receiots at Chiongc are
falling behind. Colliers are now only work-
ing half time. In pigiron some hesitation
of buyers is seen, with cancellation or post-
pooement of orders, but the sitoation is con-
sidered very healthy. Barmills are said to
be near the end of their orders, A sale of
steel 1ails ut the fixed price is reported.

Octoner exports of the principal products
wers 15,040,408 smaller than last year, and in
two weeks or November the decrease here
lias Deen $2.000,000. This fact, with & inrge
inorease in imports, has cavsed an advance
in forelgn exchange to 4874 and with
moner deurer ut London and oneaper here,
there is snld to be some prospeocta of gold
exports,
